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Council initiates work to 
replace older water mains

With $410,589 in the balance of the Water 
Bond Construction Fund, the Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday evening asked for bids for the 
installation of water mains in five sections of the 
city. They hope to have plans and specs by July 1. 

They have already authorized installing 1350 
ft. of 8-in. water main on Laurel Ave. from Bald¬ 
win to Mountian Trail Ave.; installing 1225 ft. of 
8-in. main on Alegria Ave. from Baldwin to Moun¬ 
tain Trail; and installing 975 ft. of 6-in. water 
main on Sturtevant Drive from Canon Dr. to Oak- 
dale. 

Tuesday evening they added installation of 
2500 ft. of 8-in. water main on Mariposa Ave. 
from Michillinda Ave. to Lima and installing an 
8-ii\. line as a parallel line to the Carter Ave. line. 
That line is the sole source for the westerly por¬ 
tion of that zone and will start at Auburn and 
Olive and proceed southerly to Grandview, then 
west on Grandview to Sierra Woods. The length 
of the main is 3050 ft. 

The approximate cost of all this work is nearly 
$461,175. 

Councilman Sam Simpson expressed his con¬ 
cern about the faulty water lines in Sierra Madre 
at the last council meeting. 

On page 4 is a map with dates water lines 
in Sierra Madre were originally laid marked in by 
Sam Simpson. His figures are cross referenced with 
those of the city engineer, George Zimmerman. 

With the sale of Group W Cable, Inc. to a 
consortium of buyers comprising Daniels & Associ¬ 
ates, the council approved the final transfer of 
the resolution that, obligates th? new company Jo 
, Jujnor Group W’s agreements with Sierra Madre. 

\ General Manager Joe Biolsi introduced Brett

quarters in Denver, who stressed their continuing 
to place customer service at the top of priorities.

Murder trial 
for Johnson 
starts July 28 

The murder trial for Vernon Vilroy Johnson, 
Sierra Madre, has been continued to July 28, ac¬ 
cording to Susan Wondries, deputy district attor¬ 
ney. 

Johnson was charged with the murder of his 
wife, Betty Florence Johnson, whose body was 
found mid-June last year in the street a block from 
the Johnson home on Valle Vista Dr. 

Johnson has been out on $50,000 bail. The 
trail will be held in Superior Court in Pasadena. 

Results of the autopsy revealed that Mrs. John¬ 
son had died of a gunshot wound to her head. 

The Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team 
found the possible murder weapon down the cliff 
behind the Johnson home.

Maurer will be honored at a roast Thursday, 
May 29, by the Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬

His retirement completes 30 years with the tire 
service, 19 here in Sierra Madre and 11 in Burling¬ 
ton, N.J., his hometown. 

The local lire department Saturday hosted a re¬ 
tirement party for Maurer and lor Capt. John Bu¬ 
chan who also retired from the fire department re¬ 
cently.

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‘Mailbox Week’ 1

box Improvement Week" May 19*24. 

Poetmeeter Joyca Staala of Slarra 
Madra says, “Tha purposa Is to call at- 
tantlon to tha naad to provide mail re- 
captaclas that ara convanlantly locatad, - 

safa to usa, naat In appaaranca and ara 
daslgnad to protact tha mall Irom tha was- 
thar. Say that an old, dantad box has 
sharp, cutting adgas or that tha racaptacle 
Is too smsll, too hard to raach or mada 
Inaccessible by obstructions. In such 
cases, tha mall would be stamped un- 
deliverable and tha customer would have 
to coma to tha post office to pick It up. 

We need cooperation of our customers to 
maintain service at Its highest level.” 

Customers ara requested to remove 
obstructions Including vehicles, trash 
cans and other objects that make delivery 
difficult. For both suburban curbline and 
rural roadslda boxes, tha Postal Service 
requests a height of 3 V* to 4 ft. from the 
bottom of the box to ground level. The 
address should be clearly printed on the 
receptacle to assure more efficient de¬ 
livery. 

There are approved traditional and 
contemporary mailbox designs. A cus¬ 
tomer-designed rural box needs the prior 
approval of the postmaster before It can be 
Installed. 

Steele presents one last safety cau¬ 
tion from the Postal Service: some mail¬ 
box supports are so massive that they 
are damaging vehicles and causing ser¬ 
ious injuries to people who accidently 
strike them. The Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration has suggested mailbox 
mounting and support designs that post 
offices will share with their customers.

More than half of those deaths 
occurred because someone chose to drink 
and drive. 

Drunk driving has become an epidem¬ 
ic, but you can help to end it. By taking 
a few simple steps, you can help protect 
your family, friends and neighbors from 
the tragedy caused by drunk drivers. 

The steps include: 

1. When you go out with friends, select a 
designated driver — one person who will 
not drink and will be responsible for driv¬ 
ing others home safely. 

2. Wear your seat belt and ask your pas¬ 
sengers to do likewise. Seat belts are one 
of the best protections against drunk dri¬ 
vers. They give you a 50% better chance 
of avoiding serious Injury and death in an 
accident. 

3. Join an active anti-drunk driving orga¬ 
nization such as Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving (MADD), Students Against Drunk 
Driving (SADD) or Remove Intoxicated 
Drivers (RID). These groups help raise 
awareness of the drunk driving problem. 

4. Join a local task force or citizen ad¬ 
visory committee. Such groups bring to¬ 
gether individuals from all sectors of the 
community to work side by side in de¬ 
veloping solutions to the drunk driving epi¬ 
demic. 

5. Write your local legislators and court 
officials. Let them know you consider 
drunk driving a serious problem and that 
you will be tracking their legislative res¬ 
ponses and legal decisions on issues 
such as the 21-year minimum age require¬ 
ment for purchasing alcohol and stiffer 
penalties for drunk driving. 

6. Suggest that your employer start a com¬ 
pany program to curb drunk driving. Such 
efforts could include company-paid taxi 
rides for employees or others with whom 
employees come Into contact who are too 
drunk to drive; providing literature in pay- 
check envelopes; establishing an alcohol 
policy for company gatherings; and provid¬ 
ing resource lists for those who seek help 
for themselves or others with alcohol 
problems. 

7. Report anyone you suspect of driving 
drunk to police. Be sure to note the make 
and color of the car, the license tag num¬ 
ber and the location of the vehicle.

Your drycleaner knows that some stains 
are best removed with water, and some by 
chemical solvents. II a garment you bring in 
contains large, or many, water-soluble stains 
ink, blood or perspiration, for example — 
washing is the best way to get them out 
While garments that need bleaching must be 

wetcleaned. 

A garment heavily soiled when wet can 
best be restored by wetcleaning, because wash 
ing will swell the fibers; solvents won’t. When 

I libers swll, as they did when lirst wet, they 
release the dirt that became embedded in the 
fabric as it dried. 

In wetcleaning, a garment is soaked and 
brushed (never agitated) in a container of water 
and a mild detergent. The most important 
thing about the process is that it is adjusted 
for each fabric: temperature of the water 
length of time soaking, type of brush.

To Temecula for winetasting tours 


Here in Southern Ca¬ 
lifornia is where the 
legend of California 
wines began, when Father 
Junipero Serra planted 
the first vines at Mission 
San Diego around 1769. 
Some 14 wineries now 
flourish in three main 
areas: Cucamonga, Te¬ 
mecula and Escondido, 
with a single winery in 
Los Angeles City itself. 
We opted for Temecula 
for our first sorte. 

En route we stopped 
at Brookside Vineyard 
in Guasti. This is part 
of the Cucamonga dist¬ 
rict, not Temecula, but 
we couldn’t resist it. Lo¬ 
cated just off the San 
Bernardino Freeway, ad¬ 
joining Ontario Airport 
on the north, the winery 
dates back to the 1880s 
and, prior to Prohibi¬ 


tion, boasted of its po¬ 
sition as the biggest 
winery in the world. 

In the gracious old 
stone tasting room 
covered with vines, a large 
selection of wines and 
spirits is matched by a 
deli where cheeses, 
breads, olives, sausages 
and other accom¬ 
paniments to aperitifs 
abound. 

At the wine-tasting 
counter a wine check list 
was supplied and, as we 
counted the seemingly 
endless selections, we 
found that a truly de¬ 
voted taster could sample 
no less than 81 different 
table, dessert and spark¬ 
ling wines, as well as 10 
Gibson and Tahiti Joe 
mixes, brandies and 
creme sherries. Obvious¬ 
ly, Brookside could serve 


handsomely as an entire 
wine-tasting lour in it¬ 
self. 

We sampled three or 
four each, including one 
intriguing one called 
Guasti Chocolate, which 
tasted more like almond 
paste to our palate. 

We settled on a bot¬ 
tle of Johannisberg Reis- 
ling, along with cheese 
and crackers, for a pic¬ 
nic outside under old 
shade trees where we 
could admire the planes 
parading back and forth 
on Ontario’s runways. 

Brookside also in¬ 
cludes a restaurant, La 
Villa Guasti, open Mon¬ 
day through Friday, with 
excellent Mexican fare. 
Alas, it was closed on 
our weekend tour. 

Taking 1-15 south¬ 
ward, we turned off on

Rancho California Road, 
just short of Temecula, 
amidst browning hills, 
alternating with orange 
groves and vineyards, to 
our first stop, the Cal¬ 
laway Vineyard & Wi¬ 
nery. 

Built atop a hill, the 
winery affords a gene¬ 
rous view of the sur¬ 
rounding country from 
its attractive courtyard. 
Dating back only to 
1969, the winery exem¬ 
plifies the commendable 
new wines produced by 
the half dozen young 
wineries in this area. 

A lecture accompanied 
the tasting at Callaway, 
with a $1 admission 
charge. Here we learned 
several new terms, in¬ 
cluding “vinified by,” to 
add to our Northern Ca¬ 
lifornia label vocabulary 
of “made & bottled by,” 
“cellared & bottled by” 
and “vinted & bottled 
by” — our education 
was expanding. We also 
added “nose” and “fla¬ 
vor” to “aroma” and 
“bouquet,” and found 
that taste could vary 
from fruity and nutty to 
herbaceous and grassy. 

Whatever the nomen¬ 
clature, we agreed the 
wines were most agree¬ 
able. 


Our next stop was the 
Mesa Verde Vineyards, 
still in the process of 
completing its Mission- 
style buildings, followed 
by the Filsinger Vine¬ 
yards & Winery, where 
the Filsingers themselves 
served as our hosts. 

The final visit was 
made at the Mt. Palo- 
mar Winery, on our re¬ 
turn from the loop trip. 
Here more delicatessen 
items caught our eye for 
munching on the way 
home. The wines at all 
three wineries were, we 
agreed, delicious and we 
purchased several bottles 
at each to supplement 
our expanding "cellars” 
at home. 

We made our return 
trip through Hemet and 
enjoyed bucolic scenes of 
sheep grazing on the hills 
and horses cantering 
about their fields, as well 
as more lively scenes 
with sky divers and odd 
ultra-lights soaring color¬ 
fully about their sky¬ 
ways.
